I.  PURPOSE

III.  AUTHORIZATION 


Pursuant  to  authority  contained  in  the  National  Security  Act  of 
1947  (61  Stat.  500),  as  amended  (5  USC  ITla(f)),  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force  are  hereby  designated  to  exercise  the 
powers,  functions  and  duties  conferred  upon  thf  Secretary  of  Defense 
in  references  (a)  and  (b),  pertaining  to  members  of  the  vinlformed 

services  and  civilian  employees  within  the  cognizance  of  their  respec¬ 
tive  departments.

This  directive  is  effective  as  of  1  January  1957. 
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
